Examiner Laufer spent approximately 3 hours over the course of multiple telephone conversations explaining 131 
practice in detail. Mr. Wakefield asked for guidance about what was required and Mr. Laufer walked him through 37 
CFR 1.131 and the relevant MPEP sections (715.07 in particular). In a second call, Mr Wakefield called and argued 
about the corectness of the Office's (as represented by the Examiner & SPRE) interpretation of the relevant case law. 
Mr Wakefield called yet again to discuss constitutional issues. Mr. Wakefield's position appears to be that under Article 
I Section 8 he is entitled to a patent and that trumps all Statutes (such as 35 USC 102) , Rules (such as 37 CFR) and 
Office guidelines. Mr. Laufer pointed out that the Office operates under the Statutes and regulations and that any 
constitutional issues would need to be raised in a different forum. 
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
